2. Amendment of claims 1-9, cancellation of claims 10-14, addition of claims 18-24 
in the amendment filed on May 19, 2005, is acknowledged. No new matter is found. 
Claims 1-17 and 18-24 are pending in the application. 

Responses to Amendment/Arguments 

3. The rejection of claims 2-9 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, has been 
overcome in the amendment filed on May 19, 2005. 

4. Applicant's arguments regarding rejection of 1 -6, and 1 0 under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) 
filed on May 19, 2005, have been fully considered and they are persuasive. The 
instant priority date of application No. 08/460,324 (now is US 5,643,933) is June 2, 

1995, which is prior to the prior art, Numata et al. WO 9614302, published on May 17, 

1996. Therefore, rejection of claims 1-6, and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(a), is withdrawn 
herein.

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 and 18-19 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to substituted sulfonylphenyl- 
heterocycles as cyclooxgenase-2 and 5-lipoxygenase inhibitors/The closest reference 
is Talley et al. US 6,677,364, which is the parent case, discloses substituted 
sulfonylphenylheterocycles as cyclooxgenase-2 and 5-lipoxygenase inhibitors. The 
difference between Talley et al. '364 and instant claims is that the instant compounds 
are not claimed in Talley et al. Suggestion for modification of above record to obtain the 
instant claimed compound, has not been found. Claims 1-9 and 18-19 are allowed.
